Tlic amateur theatrical company 


which presented Crawford's Claim at 
the Grand opera house last 
even- 


ing lias every reason to feel proud of 
the success achieved. The company 
had been thoroughly drilled, and, to 
use an expressive slanrr phrase, fell 
into line with tlic readiness of veteran 
netors. There was also a very notice- 
able absence of that stiffness and un- 
natnralness usually an acompaniment 
of amateur theatricals. 


The show was well patronized, the 


house being about two-thirds full. 
It 


was a friendly disposed crowd, not in- 
clined to he critical, nnd if generous 
applause he any criterion, was exceed- 
in<rly well pleased with the manner in 
which the play was presented. 


Crawford's Claim is a thrilling and 


fasiiinatliisr story of western life, the 
scene of the story being at Poker Flat, 
the same Poker Flat, no doubt, whose 
citizens buuisiied the crowd of gam- 
blers and ex-doves, and gave Bret 
llarte the plot for his charming story, 
"Tlie Outcasts of Poker Flat" 


Herbert Stanton (R. M. Mackelha- 


ney). an e.v-Xew York bunk clerk, who 
Iiad been led astray by a false, friend, 
Sidney Woodward (Harry G. Johns). 
Escaping from prison, Stanton 
goes 


west in search of a lost heiress, who 
had been kidnapped, and whom he 
finally discovers in the person of Nxig- 
gct Nell (Bertha Josephs), the pet of 
Poker Flat, and the supposed daughter 
of Deacon Crawford (W. L. Elliott), a 
half-crazy old miner, who has discov- 
ered a valuable gold mine, known as 
Crawford's claim. 
While masquerad- 


ing under the name of Hud Bunkem, 
a western sport, Stanton saves the 
stage from being robbed, and thus 
ijains the everlasting friendship of 
Jack Davis (W. L. Josephs), who drove 
the extra, and Jim Sawyer (S. Hopkin), 
the sheriff. 
Sidney Woodward is also 


in the west and is known as Manuel 
Lopez, alias Captain Gripp, n road 
agent. Other characters in the play 
arc Mike Moore (Al S. Evans), a talka- 
tive lawyer; Bill Milligan (Will Leath- 
ers),a western desperado and a-lieuten- 
ant of Lopez's; Ling-Ling (U. T. Bass- 
ler} a Chinaman; Jim Bowers (A. T. 
Clark), a friend of Stanton's; Abigail 
Grcenleaf (Mrs. Will Leathers), a gush- 
ing young lady, and Belle Woodward 
(Ethel Florence) wife of Sidney Wood- 
wnrd, the villain of the play. 


The plot of the play centers about 


the deed of Crawford's Claim, which 
the old deacon insists on carrying 
about in his pocket and the identity of 
Nugget Nell. 
After much trial and 


tribulation however everything comes 
out lovely. 
Nell is restored to her 


home and fortune in New York, and 
at a grand meeting in the parlors of 
her home, Woodward is unmasked, 
Mulligan 
produces 
the 
governor's 


pardon for Stanton. and the curtain 
goes down leaving the audience to 
speculate as to the probabilities of 
Woodward's being hung, while stunton 
and Nell are to be married and enjoy 
the good things of life. 
Each of the 


characters was well taken, and the 
cast taken as a whole would be diffi- 
cult to improve upon.

as Stanton, and Bunlcem was good, 
as was also Harry Johns as Sidney 
woodland the villian, he performing 
tins part to perfection. Bertha Josephs 
us Xugget Nell was also exception- 
ally good. 
In fact all were irood. 


Afler the curtain dropped on the last 


act Will Leathers, of this city, and 
Will Sheets, of Chillicothe,- sparred 
three rounds for the amusement of the 
audience. 
Of the two men Sheets is 


probably the best boxer, beinsr quicker, 
while he stood up to the mark and in 
the first two rounds had decidedly the 
sirt vantage. 
Leathers proved to be a

In 


the first round Sheets gave Leathers a

on the part of Leathers broughtout ap- 
plause from friends.

nouncement was made by the referee, 
Sheets probably had the best of the 
contest.

COLORS IN COAL TAR. 


Startling: iir>ult» Obtained from \Vorkhir 


thn Formerly (Inetens Substance. 


The secret of the production of color 


is not, yet revealed. The unrivaled hues 
of the tulip and the rose are formed 
from the black soil. But how? None 
ciin say. 
Yet one is no less startled 


by thu endless variety of color now 
produced from coal tar. From that ap- 
parently useless substance perfumes, 
medicines and sweeteners have been 
formed which have startled men. Hut 
color appeals to tho eye. 


Only thirty-six years ago, says Long- 


man's Magazine, Perkin "gathered up 
the fragments" in coal tar and pro- 
duced the beautiful mauve dye. Now, 
from the greasy material which was 
considered useless is produced madder, 
which makes coal tar worth £100 a ton. 
This coloring- matter alone now em- 
plo.yr. an industry of £9,000,000 per an- 
num. 
One ton of good cannel coal 


when distilled in gas retorts, leaves 
Avelvc gallons of coal tar, from which 
are produced a .pound of benzine, 
pound of toluene, a pound and a halJ 
of phenol, six pounds of napthalene, a 
small quantity of xylene and half 
ti 


pound of anthracene for dyeing pur 
poses. 


According to Koscoe, there are six 


teen distinct yellow colors, twelve . or 
auge, thirty red, fifteen blue, seven 
ffrecn and nine violet, besides a num 
ber of browns, and an infinite number 
of blendings of all shades. What 
marvelous color-producer is coal tar.
